Tue future ,2dministration of Weihaiwei 
and of Tsingtao ia a matter in which many | 
foreign residents - in wthe Far . East 
have an. intimate concern, for apart 
from. the fact that thers are foreign-

A TRAGEDY OF WAR. 


The Revue de ‘Paris is printing, month 
by month, the fullest account yet given 
of tha greatest disaster sustained by the 
Allies ‘on tha. western front during the 
war.

Sir Douglas Haig, 
placed pravisionally and with some quah- 
fication under the supreme command of 
Nivelle, wag to attack on Apri] Sth from 
near Atrag in the north.to our right dank 
near St. Quentin in’ the south.
